Other Ihvestlftationa 

On 2-ii-6h In a pre-arranged meeting at the Bonham High School, Bonham, Tax., 
interviewed Mr. H. 0. Joiner who is a roofing contractor and who rssldts at 
213b Highway 7$, north, Sherman, Texas. Ha stated that In Ootcbtr 1962 he was 
repairing the roof at the Lone Star Cadillac Building at 2311 Ross Art., Dallas, 
Texas. He stated that sonatina during the vtok tndlng 10-27*62 ht vat on tht 
roof of tht Lena Star Cadillac Building and that L. K. Oswald out on tht roof 
and asked him, Jolntr, for a Job. Jolntr atatad that ht told Oswald that ht 
needed a leoal man, at which time Oswald said *Is Irving local enough?" Mr. 
Joiner stated ht said that it was local enough and that ho, Oswald, could have 
a job helping with tht repairing of tht roof. Mr. Jolntr atatad that Owald 
said he did not have a ear, hut that he had a buddy who had a oar and asked If 
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he eould UBS Mr. in helping on the roofing repair job. Mr. Joiner stated 
that ho told Oswald that ho and hie buddy oould have the Job, at which tlM 
Oswald furnished the name of his friend, E. 0. Cargill. He stated that he 
wrote the name "L. H. Oswald and E. 0. Cargill 11 in his tins book dated nook 
ending October 27, 1962. He said that he asked Oswald for a telephone number 
whore he eould be contacted aw! Osvald stated that he did have a telephone 
whsre he was staying but that ho did not know the nuabor and that ho would 
bring the number to bin, Joiner, when he ease to work the next day. Mr. Joiner 
advised that neither Oswald or Cargill ever showed up for work. Ho stated that 
since that tine he has seen Oswald's picture over television and in the newe- 
papers and he felt like this was the sane person who approaehed bin during the 
week of Oct. 27, 1962, while he was working at the Lone Star Cadillac roofing 
job. Mr. Joiner stated that he did not see E. 0. Cargill end did not have any 
information re this subjeetj that at the time ho was rspairing the roof at the 
lions Star Cadillac Building that he did not advertise for any extra help} that 
his working craw was all from Bonham, Texas, and that he was wanting a local 
man but that he did not advertise for sueh, end he stated ho did not know how 
Oswald obtained information to eome to him. Joiner, for employewint. 

Mr. Joiner further stated that since talking to rsportiag agent on 1-27-61, 
that someone had torn the names of L. H. Oswald and E. 0. Cargill out of hie 
time book and that he strongly suspects that it was his wife who did this. Hs 
stated that Bhortly after the assassination that ha told his wife, whom he 
described as a very nervous person, about having the namss of Oswald in hia time 
book and that his wife became so upset that she had to be put to bed. However, 
he stated that when the Reporting Agent talked to hia on 1-27-61. by phone that 
the names Oswald and Cargill were still in the time book and that he. Joiner, did 
not notioe these names missing until shortly before this interview, on 2-li-61t. 
Mr. Joiner furnished the remaining half of the page from the ti«» book and was 
requested te contact his wife and ascertain if she did tear the nans out of the 
time book and if she still had them in her posssssion. Mr. Joiner stated he would 
talk to his wife, however, he stated because of 'ner nervoui condition ha felt 
that she would not tell him.if she had torn ths names out of the time book. He 
stated he would notify the Dallas Office as soon as hs talked to her. Mr. 
Joiner could furnish ne further information. 

On sams date at Denton, Texas, Interviewed Robert L. Oswald, brother of Lee 
Harvey Oswald re the name S. o. Cargill. Robert statad that hs had nsver heard 
of the name E. 0. Cargill and that he definitely has not heard Lee ever mention 
this name. 

On 2-5-61) Mr. Joiner called the Dallas Office by phone and advised that he 
had approached his wlfs re the missing names out of his tins book, at which tine 
he advised that his wife said that she did not tear these names out and that she 
did not know what eould have happened to these names. However, Mr. Joiner stated 
that he felt reasonably sure that hie wife was responsible for the names being 
torn out of his time book. 

The periods from Feb. Ij to Feb. 6, 19614, the following agencies and depart- 
ments were checked in an effort to locate 3. &. Cargill, with negative results!

Records at tha T.H.C.A, DaUaa, Texas, revealed tha dim of William 0. 
Carglll who was classified aa a ptrunant resident, having aortd lato tha 
T.H.C.A. on 10-U-61, and llTtt thara at tha praaant tins. Subject occupies Room 
1202. On 2-5-6lj tha subject was interviewed at tha I.K.C.A. In Sou 1202 and 
he advised that ha did not torn personally L. B. Oswald, other than what ha had 
read In the paper and aaw ovtr television, milan S. Carglll la Tli yaara of 
age and states that ha Una In the I.H.C.A. to that he oan ttta the facilities 
of the i.m.c.a. to retain hie health. Be stated that he did not know anybody 
by tha nana of B. 0, Carglll, 

In tha K/a from BA Kenneth J. Wiseman, Auatln, Toxaa, ha advised that he 
oheoked the Texas Department of Publle Faf ety, Bureau of Zdantlfleatlon with 
negative resolta, also the State Traffic Violations Bureau and the State Welfare 
Bureau with negative results. The Texas Drivers License Bureau furnished the 
nana of 0. A. Carglll and gave hit address as 9731 Aberaathy st„ Dallas, Texas, 
and listed his occupation as carpenter. 

On Fab. $, 1961, reporting agent talked with Inspector Kelloy by telephone 
at which Ufa Mr. Bailey advlaad that Mrs. Marina Oawald had been approaohed with 
tha nana E. t. Carglll and ahe at this tlx* advised that aba did not know thlt 
subject.

On advice of Inspector Kelloy tha Dallas Office is to have e national Agency 
check nade in effort to looate s. 0. Carglll. Also ths Dallas Office le to Inter- 
view a Br. 0. A. Carglll who resides at 973k Abernathy St., Dallas, Texas, and whose 
occupation io a carp enter, In an effort to develop any leada re B* 0, Carglll. 

Austin Resident Agency is requested to check with the State eaployasjnt Coa- 
xdssion at Austin to see if they have a record on S. 0, Carglll. 

The remaining portion of a page from H. 0. Joiner's tine book is being for- 
warded with original of this M/R, in compliance with Inspector Kail ay's request. 
It is noted that the very next name on this sheet from the tins book was «L. B. 
Oswaldt underneath w Jerry Blackburn. 
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
